I want to pay my respects to. They seem to have every 
bodys good in mind except the American farmer. They 
have become meddlesome matties of the nation. The 
American people have been spraying fruit for fifty years 
and you never in your life read about anyone getting hurt 
in this way. If you will study spray literature you will 
find that if an Englishman were to eat all the fruit 
America ships to England at one meal he would not get 
\ 
enough spray material to even make him sick. You eta 
kill a million worms with an amount of arsenic it would 
take to hurt a man. While we in the south have to spray 
one or two times, in the north the spray gets off the fruit 
so fast that they have to spray a dozen times. The men 
at the Department of Agriculture know that threatening 
to confiscate fruit will hurt the American farmer. They 
nefer did even find out about sprayed fruit being poisonous 
until J. Bull gave them the wink. 
Twenty veai*s ago the United States Department of 
Agriculture was a wonderful help to the farmers. But 
during the last fifteen or twenty years the whole thing 
has become composed of fat heads. 


They want to try to do something big. They even 
try to pretend that if it were not for them bugs would 
starve out the human race. Well the human race has 
been on this globe for a long time and no bug has starved 
any one so far. 


Now the reason I am running this: advertisement In 
The Chief is that I want to forcibly call Congressman 
Blanton’s attention to the Department of Agriculture. 
He is in a position to cut their appropriation or make 
them use a little more common sense. 


Demand that new men be appointed or starve the old 
ones out. There is plenty to do without running around 
quarantning June bugs. They could send men out to show 
the American farmer how to terrace or how to plant 
orchards. 


We need men at the head of our Agricultural De­ 
partment that will tell Great Brittian where to head in 
when they try to put over such propaganda.
